Claims 6-10, 12-13, and 15 are allowable. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 6 recites the combination of a transaction terminal, a host server 
and a means for establishing a debit account with a unique account number 
where the PIN customer selected and assigned at the terminal and during the 
transaction. None of the prior art (before the priority date of 6/1 8/98) shows or 
teaches this full combination. Claims 7-10, 12-13 and 15 are dependent upon 
claim 6.
